Tennyson's conception of woman and 


her sphere may be regarded as rather 
old i'ushiouod. He was evidently not in 
full sympathy with some of tho ad- 
vanced notions of tho modern woman. 
His burlesque', of woman's rights in 


Tho Princess" has not hurt tha cause 


of tho weaker sex. Ho understood the 
right relations of the man and the wom- 
an, and his utterances in the closing 
passages of this poem go to the heart of 
the problem. It is still trno that wom- 
an's chief plaeo and crowning glory is 
to ho queen of the homo.. There she may 
have an unlimited field for usefulness 
aurt exerc a farroaching influence for 
good if she but realize her opportunities 
and improve them. In tho household 
woman finds her proper sphere and 
work.
